BRITISH SUCCESSES STILL CONTINUE 
Burghersdorp and Norval’s Pons have been 
taken. Lord Xoberts Routs the Enemy. 
One Hundred more Canadians for Af‘ica. 


Ladysmith, March 3.—Three regi- 
ments of calvary reconnoitering north- 
wards to-day saw. a body of Boers be- 
hind Pepworth Hill. Two long trains 
which were ready to leave moved (be- 
fore the troops reached them and ithe 
Boers blew{up a culvert behind them as 
they went. The British passed « large 
body of Boers in the vicinity of Pep- 
worth. The Boars openad a heavy rifle 
fire, the British field guns replying. 
The British did not press the attack 
and the Boor fire ceased on the British 


retiring. The Boer camps : showed 
many evidences of the presence of 
wanen. 


Gen. White's garrison has begun: to 
leave Ladysmith and is arriving at 
the) Mooi river camp where the Froops 
will remain several days after which 
they will go further south. They are 
emaciated and exhausted, and say, the 
road to Colenso presenis scenes that 
exceed in horror those depicted { in 
Dante’s, Inferno. Dead men and ani- 
mals are lying mutilated and rutri- 
{i2d in ths trenches formerly occupied 
by the Boers and fill the air with a 
sickening stench. In eases where a 
hurried burial had been attempted ,the 
rains have washed away the earth and 
out oi the earth stick ghastly legs and 
aros of dead burghers, 

Cape town March 7.—The railroad is 
now repaired northward from Kimber- 
ley to Riverton. Engineers are push- 
ing the work rapidly. The Boer pris- 
cners captured at Paardeberg total 4,- 
660 men. About 2,000 of them are on 
the; way here and’ the pressure on tthe 
rolling stock is enormous. 


London, March 7: Lord Roberts 
still pauses in-the neighborhood of 
Asiontein while stores, remounts and 
fresh troops stream towards him from 
the Cape. The British positicn also 
continues to improve iin the minor 
spheres of the campaign: Natal is 
clear of Boers and Cape -Colony js 
neatly so. The Boers seemingly are 
pursuing the course commended by. the 
strategists and are concentrating to 
resist the British maia army. Various 
message: from correspondents with 
Roberts report that the enemy are fn- 
freasing continually on the front, ex- 
temding as one correspondent wires 
eight miles and as another says high- 
teen miles. The lowest estimate of 
their number gives the Beers from 
eight to ten thousand men with small- 
er bodies moving north and south ‘oi 
the British lines, 

Winnipeg, Mar. 9, 

Burghersdorp, Cape Colony, alid 
Norval’s Pont, Orange Free State, have 
been taken by the British. 

The Boers report that they were re- 
pulsed at Dordrecht on Sunday and 
fost three guns, and also that all the 
orts at Mafeking except one have 
been taken. Presidents Kruger and 
Steyn endeavored to stop the retreat 
of the fleeing Boers who were pursued 
by, Gen. French, but it was of no avail. 
The Boers are entrenching at Biggars- 
burg, about 40 miles directly north of 
Ladysmith in Natal.

Paardeberg on Tuesday advanced in 
at long lines, the front rank with 
fixed bayonets, the rear rank with 
their rifles siunz, carrying picks and 
spades to dig trenches under cover of 
darkness. The Canadians advanced a 
auarterof a mile in dead silence, then 
halted, the order being sent along the 
ranks for each man to press the hand 
of his neighbor. It is believed that 
trenches were actually being dug when 
the men were ordered to advance an- 
other five paces. 

A fearful fusiJade at: once broke out 
from the Boer lines. The Canadians 
threw themselves on their faces, and 
made} no attempt to return the fire. 
Thres minutes later, under orders, 
they, returned to their original posi- 


tion, rapidly and silently, no shot be-} 


ing fired. The Boers were unable to 
place their enemy. But for the great 
intensity of the enemy’s fire the Can- 
adians would have entered the Boer 
tremches. - As it was they com- 
bined gallantry with implicit obadience. 
Tha Boers aimed too high to do much 
damage, but that does not lessen the 
credit due our men for their great 
self control. 

The Times’ correspondent says great 
fredit is due the Canadians, in that, 
despite the hottest fire, there was no 
answering rifle fire. The whole camp 
rejoices that our oldest colony wipe 
out the stain of Majuba.

postage. The consent of the Imperi- 
al government and of Cape Colony to 
this arrangemevi, having been ob- 
tained. 

The admiraity’s programme of nav- 
al construction for the coming year 
is regarded generally as « comparat- 
ively modest one. It is proposed to 
lay down within the twelve months: rif- 
teen iighting vessels, among them two 
battleships, six armored cruisers of the 
firsticlass and one of the second’ class, 
in all to spend £1,000,000 more than 
last, year. It is said the limits of pos- 
sible construction in government and 
private yards has been reached and 
some of the Jondon newspapers are 
urging that in view of the vigor with 
which the great powers are augment- 
ing their najvies prompt steps sho-ald 
by taken by Great Britain to increase 
the capacity of its dockyards and en- 
gineering works. 

The departure of Lumsden’s Horse 
to South Africa, was a brilliant event. 
Immense crowds assembled to bid the 
troops farewell. The docks were 
profusely decorated, and the highest 
officials were present, the viceroy ard 
Lady Curzon arriving in state. Lady 
Curzon received a royal welcome. In 
his farewell speech the viceroy said: 
“You go as the tide of fortune seems 
to bave turned in our favor. May 
itj carry you on its crest to Pretoria.”

IS HARVEY STRATHDEE DEAD ? 

Dawson, Yukon, Sun, Feb. 13.—A let- 
ter received by Commissioner Ogilvie 
during the carly part of the week} and 
which was written by a Mr. A.'! C. 
Strathdee, at Chicago, Ill., relates the 
puithetic story of the disappearance of 
his son, under painfully mysterious cir- 
cumstances, during the month of Sep- 
tember, 1898, and appeals to the com- 
missioner for his kind offices inan ef- 
fort to locate the. missing man. 

Mr. Strathndee states that whilst on 
the trail between Peace river and the 
Nelson, his son, Harvey, at an farly 
hceur one morning, left the carapiwith- 
cut saying anything to the father, 
presumably with ithe inipression: thet 
the latter was asleep. That was the 
last time that Mr. Strathdee saw? his 
son. When Harvey failed to return to 
the camp, as expected, the afflicted 
faitther instituted anxious and diligent 
search for him, which he prosecuted 
with the assistance of two others,until 
snow fell, when he was constrained to 
abandon the search in despair. The 
spat at which he disappeared was ~40 
miles distant from any settlement, and 
as( net traee of the soncould be dis- 
covered, the father naturally conclud- 
edi that his son had met his death in 
some isolated spot, this being rendered 
tha more likely as the latter had car- 
ried away with him a rifle, and had 
evidently gone in search of game. . 

He states that he has just been in- 
formed that his boy was seenin Daw- 
son during the last summer, and al- 
thouzh this seems to him to be ¢ too 
good to be true, he has recourse to 
this letter to, if possible, verify the 
story and obtain information as to his 
present whereabouts. 

The missing man is described as fol- 
lows’ Harvey Strathdee, formerly of

Winter came early and is passing 
away somewhat easily. About 12 inches 
ofl snow, and two fest office. The itime 
was when winter was the name for 
hard times, and Vermilion was styled 
stiyrvation. When we hear about 
these things from other places, the 
thought | comes home; What a favor- 


ed locality is this. 

Sheriden Jawrence says he has 
threshed 11,000 bushels of grain for 
this season, 8,900 of this being wheat 
and half of the wheat more or" less 
frozen. This grain was grown on both 
sides of the river and some of it four 
or five miles inland. This kills entire- 
lyf the old notion that wheat could be 
raised; only on the south side and’ in 
close proximity to the Peace. Some- 
thing more than half of the past sea- 
gon’s grain was raised on the north 
side. The continued down fall of rain 
during the entire summer, had the 
effect of causing a large growth of 
straw and retarded ripening, causing 
some loss by frost. 

Maxhine threshing by steam has 
been done for the past eight years ina 
smull way with a light machine, but 
this did not commend itself te the 
“nrmer. The expense was sO much 
that! ‘the old way of treading out with 
horses was kept up as usual, 4-5 
of the grain being worked out ; this 
way. Now what a change. The ad- 
vent of a modern machine discounted 
this ancient work. “Do you intend to 
thresh for others?” was asked.““What 
terms, and how shall we stack; what 
kind of wood; how much; and 
what number o! men are wanted?”. 
We asked no man for his job, they 
came to us. Most of them makepjans 
for longer time in threshing and fwere 
astonished at the whole business, and 
pleased ‘beyond measure at the amount 
of grain and light expense. The hum 


ofi the thresher and whistle of the er- | 


ging put new life, and caused them ito 
say: “I will try and have more ¢or 
you next year. No more threshing 
with horses,by me.” Plows and bind- 
ers\are now called for by them. ( The 
shack covered with bark, will no long- 
er fill the biil for ‘house.’ “How 
much will it cost for lumber, shingles 
and nails?” is asked. Orders for 
these suplies came in with more ,or 
less cash in advance. A few years fgo 
we were told by old fossils, you can't 
raise any grain in the Peace river coun- 
try. No place for farming. Now they 
ask, “What are you going to do with 
all your flour and bacon ?” “e 
Surha class of humanity it is hard
